This  Conservatory  is  established  to  afford  superior  facilities  for  the  study 
of  music  under  the  system  of  instruction  pursued  by  the  best  institutions  in 
Europe  and  lately  introduced  with  the  highest  success  in  this  country. 

The  conservatory  method  combines  the  excellencies  of  individual  tuition 
with  all  the  benefits  of  class  training,  securing  accurate  and  rapid  progress 
to  the  pupil  at  a  large  reduction  of  expense. 

On  entering,  each  pupil  is  examined  and  assigned  into  a  group  with  two 
others  at  the  same  degree  of  advancement.  Every  lesson  is  played  or  sung  by 
each  member  of  the  class  before  the  teacher  and  tlie  other  two  members. 
Thus  a  confidence  and  a  steadiness  in  playing  before  others,  for  which  the  old 
method  made  no  provision,  is  speedily  attained.  Each  pupil  receives  the  bene- 
fit of  all  the  instruction  and  examples  given  by  the  teacher  and  of  tlie 
criticisms  by  the  other  members.  Class  recitations  are  found  to  be  a  powerful 
incitement  towards  interest  in  musical  study.  The  old  plan  of  private  lessons 
is  peculiarly  defective  in  supplying  no  knowledge  of  difficulties  which  do  not 
arise  out  of  the  individual  experience  of  a  single  pupil;  so  that  persons  after- 
wards undertaking  to  teach  others  often  find  defects  which  they  have  never 
experienced  and  are  therefore  unable  to  overcome.  But  in  the  conservatory 
classes  each  pupil  has  the  advantage  of  the  experience  of  all  and  learns  to 
avoid  or  conquer  difficulties  with  a  rapidity  which  is  often  sur2:)rising. 

Together  M^ith  these  excellencies,  the  conservatory  method  presents  the 
crowning  advantage  of  its  extraordinary  cheapness.  It  offers  the  highest 
grade  of  instruction  at  tarms  usually  paid  for  very  inferior  tuition.  By 
employing  comj^etent  assistants,  each  of  whom  teaches  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  the  director,  who  examines  and  classifies  in  every  department, 


the  conservatory  ensures  superior  teaching  and  correct  training  for  beginners.

The  organs  comprise 
two  large  and  fine  two-manual  church  organs  and  a  Mason  and  Hamlin  pedal 
organ. 

Prof.  Daniel  N.  Hood,  who  is  so  favorably  known  through  the  north- 
west in  connection  with  his  successful  conduct  of  the  musical  department  in 
Rockford  Seminary  and  as  organist  and  director  of  music  in  the  Second 
Presbyterian  church  of  Chicago,  will  be  the  director  of  the  conservatory. 
Prof.  Hood  wall  l)e  assisted  by  teachers  of  thorough  musical  culture  and 
experience  in  their  departments. 

Pupils  should  be  present,  as  far  as  practicable,  at  tlie  beginning  of  the 
tei'm;  and  no  pupil  will  be  received  for  a  shorter  time  than  one  term,

J\OCKFORD  pEMINAPvY. 

This  Institution  is  located  at  Rockford,  in  Northern  Illinois,  on  the 
route  of  the  Galena  Division  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railroad. 

It  has  a  retired  and  beautiful  site  containing  ten  acres  on  the  eastern 
blutf  of  Rock  River.  Its  buildings  furnish  accommodations  for  one  hun 
dred  and  lifty  boarders. 

The  Seminary  originated  in  connection  with  Beloit  College,  and  its 
founders  designed  to  make  liberal  provisions  for  the  thorough  Collegiate 
education  of  young  women.  To  this  end  its  charter  gives  full  college  pow- 
ers, and  teachers  of  established  reputation  are  permanently  employed.  In 
its  plan  of  stud^i  is  included,  besides  the  Preparatory  Department,  both  a 
Classical  and  Scientific  Course  of  four  years  each  Those  iiaving  com 
pleted  either  course,  can  finish  the  other  in  an  additional  year,  after 
graduation. 

The  regular  classes  are  the  Junior,  Junior  Middle,  Senior  Middle,  and 
Senior,  organized  under  the  several  departments  of  study,  viz ;  Mathemat 
ics.  Natural  Science,  History  and  English  Literature,  Ancient  and  Modern 
Languages,  and  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy.  Excellent  advantages  are 
also  offered  for  a  thorough  Musical  Education,  and  for  Drawing  and  Paint- 
ing, with  special  reference  to  teaching.  It  is  the  aim  of  those  having 
charge  of  the  Seminary  to  secure  high  intellectual  culture  and  especially 
to  develop  moral  and  religious  character  in  accordance  with  right  princi- 
ples, that  they  may  send  out  cultivated  Christian  women  to  the  various 
fields  of  usefulness.  No  education  can  be  of  great  value  that  does  not 
prepare  for  the  practical  duties  of  home  and  social  life,  and  is  in  conso- 
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nance  witli  the  demands  of  the  age,  in  the  progress  of  civilization  through- 
out the  world. 

A  Diploma  bearing  the  usual  official  signatures,  is  awarded  to  those  who 
complete  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

COLLEGIATE  DEPARTMENT. 

TERMS  OP  ADMISSION. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  to  the  Institution  as  a  boarder  for  less  than  the 
Academic  year,  nor  under  the  age  of  lifteen,  unless  by  special  arrangement 
with  the  faculty.  The  applicant  should  give  the  full  name,  age,  state  of 
health  and  advancement  of  study,  and  also  the  name  and  ]-esidence  of  par- 
ents or  guardian.  Certificates  of  good  moral  character  and  general  stand- 
ing in  other  schools,  from  Teachers  or  Pastor,  should  accompany  the  appli- 
cation. Preparatory  students  are  received  who  have  pursued,  to  some  ex- 
tent, the  Common  English  branches;  but  preference  is  given  to  those  ad- 
vanced in  study.  Graduates  from  other  schools,  who  wish  to  attend  to 
select  branches — Music,  Diawing,  or  the  Modern  Languages,  have  especial 
advantages  and  privileges.  All  day  scholars^  and  those  admitted  to  any 
particular  department,  should  apply  to  the  Principal,  and  enter  their  full 
name  in  the  Seminary  Register. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Collegiate  Course  are  examined  in  Geog- 
raphy, English  Grammar  and  Analysis,  Arithmetic,  History  of  the  United 
States,  Elementary  Algebra,  Physical  Geography,  and  Latin  Grammar  and 
Reader.  They  may  enter  the  Course  without  Latin,  provided  they  can  bear 
examination  in  advanced  English  studies  as  an  equivalent,  and  begin  Latin 
in  the  Junior  year. 

Those  admitted  to  a  higher  class  must  be  examined  in  all  the  preceding 
studies  of  the  Course  or  an  equivalent. 

The  examinations  will  thoroughly  test  scholarship,  and  will  be  held  at 
the  opening  of  the  year,  and  candidates  are  advised  to  review^  before  enter- 
ing the  Institution,  those  branches  in  which  they  expect -to  be  examined. 
The  first  few  weeks  of  the  year  are  probationary,  that  no  one  deficient  in  re- 
quisite qualifications,  may  remain  to  her  own  disadvantage  and  to  the  injury 
of  others.  All  are  required  to  pursue  the  same  studies  in  regular  order  in 
the  Pi  eparatory  and  Junior  years,  but  after  that  with  the  approval  of  the 
Faculty,  they  may  elect  the  Modern  Languages  Mathematics,  or  Nat- 
ural Science,  in  place  of  Latin  or  Greek,  and  so  take  either  a  Classical  or 
Scientific  Course,  carried  forward  in  two  daily  recitations,  in  one  grad- 
uating class. 

A  Normal  class  will  be  formed,,  if  desired,  of  those  prej^taring  to  teach 
in  the  public  schools,  and  an  opportunity  given  foi'  a  thorough  review  of 
the  primary  branches,  with  the  selection  of  sucli  Collegiate  studies  as  are 
required  in  order  to  obtain  the  different  grades  of  certificates  given  by 
County  and  State  Superintendents.  Testimonials  are  awarded  according" 
to  attainment  in  study.

Special  attention  is  given  to  those  who 
are  desirous  of  preparing  themselves  to  become  teachers,  the  necessary 
qualifications  being  well  trained  hands,  a  knowledge  of  the  formation  of 
the  hand,  the  correct  method  of  developing  the  fingers  ;  and  such  the- 
oretical knowledge  as  shall  enable  the  pupil  to  dissect  properly  the  study 
of  the  piece  used,  that  she  may  thoroughly  understand  the  work  to  be  ac- 
complished The  absence  of  either  of  these  requisites  seriously  impairs  the 
capabilities  of  a  teacher. 

The  design  of  the  Musical  Course  is  to  prepare  those  desising  to  teach, 
in  such  a  manner  that  they  may  be  able  to  labor  intelligently,  and  conse- 
quently, efficiently. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  will  include  Organ,  Piano  and  Guitar,  the 
Cultivation  of  the  Voice,  Thorough  Bass  and  Musical  Composition. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Institution,  in  making  permanent  such  a  DejDart- 
ment,  to  aid  in  forming  a  pure  and  elevated  taste  in  regard  to  Music  ;  to 
give  its  true  place  in  the  formation  of  character,  which  can  only  be  done 
by  thorough  instruction  in  its  principles  and  practice.  Music  thus  be- 
comes a  mental  discipline,  and  is  not  only  a  source  of  pleasure,  but  a 
means  of  refinement  and  elevation. 

All  are  advised  to  cultivate  their  vocal  powers,  though  they  may  never 
become  good  singers.  Such  cultivation  is  conducive  of  health,  by  giving 
strength  to  the  lungs,  expansion  to  the  chest,  and  flexibility  to  the  voice 
in  speaking  and  reading  aloud.

Pupils  can  become  membei's  of  this  Department  only,  but  all  such  will 
be  home  pupils,  or  will  l)oard  in  private  families,  and  will  furnish  their 
own  instruments  for  practice  away  from  the  Institution.  All  boarders 
belonging  to  this  Department  are  required  to  pursue  the  regular  Course  of 
Study  and  will  l)e  provided  with  only  the  usual  time  of  practice  ;  name- 
ly, three  divisions  of  time  daily. 

In  accordance  with  the  design  of  this  Department,  those  desiring  to 
teach,  and  who  are  fully  qualified,  will  receive  a  certificate  to  that  eff"ect 
signed  by  the  officers  of  the  Institution. 


pEPARTMENT  OF  pRAWING  AND  j^AINTING. 

Excellent  advantages  are  also  ofi^ered  in  this  Institution  for  Drawing  and 
Landscape  Painting  in  Oil  Colors,  and  designing  or  sketching  from  Nature. 
This  Department  is  under  the  care  of  Prof.  George  Robertson,  an  Artist  of 
known  reputation.  Few  perhaps  realize  the  benefit  of  this  Art  in  cultivat- 
ing the  habit  of  observation,  in  refining  the  taste,  and  increasing  the  love 
for  the  beautiful  in  Nature. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  to  those  preparing  to  teach,  and  pupils 
may  enter  this  dej^artment  as  in  Music,  without  pursuing  the  Collegiate 
and  Normal  Studies,  and  will  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


LIBRARIES  AND  READING  ROOM. 
This  Institution  has  a  general  Library  containing  about  two  thousan^l 
volumes  of  select  reading  and  reference  books,  besides  the  Libraries  of  the 
Literary  and  Missionary  Societies.  It  has  also  a  Reading  Room  supplied 
with  some  of  the  best  periodicals  and  special  reference  book,  which  are 
accessible  to  students  all  hours  of  the  day.  Books  may  be  drawn  weekly 
from  the  Libraries.  A  charge  of  fifty  cents  per  session  is  made  for  the  use 
of  Books  and  Periodicals. 
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LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 
The  students,  in  addition  to  their  literary  exercises,  sustain  two  Literary 
Societies,  the  Castalian  and  Vespeiian,  and  these  united  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Faculty,  form  a  Literary  Association  called  the  Pierian  Union. 
Tliis  Association  publishes  a  Senii-Quarterly  Magazine,  edited  by  Miss 
Caroline  A.  Potter,  teacher  of  the  English  Language  in  the  College  Depart- 
ment. 

CABINET,  LABORATORY  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  Seminary  has  an  excellent  Cabinet  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy,  in- 
cluding a  special  donation  from  the  State,  fully  illustrating  the  Geology  of 
Illinois,  and  carefully  named  by  the  State  Geologist. 

The  collections  in  Natural  History  are  steadily  increasing.  The  Zoolog 
ical  specimens  number  about  seven  hundred,  and  the  Botanical  collections 
nearly  one  thousand  distinct  species. 

The  Laboratory  and  Apparatus  furnish  superior  facilities  for  the  study 
of  Chemistry  and  Natural  Philosophy,  Geology,  and  Anatomy  and  Physi- 
ology. 

BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 
Books  and  stationery  can  be  purchased  at  the  Institution.    All  are  re- 
quested to  bring  with  them  such  text  books  of  the  coui'se  as  they  have, 
also  a  Bible,  Sabbath  Hymn  and  Tune  Book,  and  English  Dictionary,  a 
Modern  Atlas,  and  Standard  Poetical  Works. 

LECTURES. 

Courses  of  Lectures  are  given  annually  in  connection  with  different  stud- 
ies. For  the  present  year,  the  Lectures  on  Chemistry  ha,ve  been  given  by 
Dr.  D.  S.  Clark,  of  Rockford.  Lectures  on  Physics,  by  Prof.  Gustavus 
Ilinrichs,  of  Iowa  State  University. 

BOARDING  ARRANGEMENTS. 
All  students  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  the  Seminary,  except 
by  special  arrangements  with  the  officers  of  the  Institution.    This  depart 
ment,  in  whatever  relates  to  the  improvement   and  division  of  time,  to 
general  instruction  and  social  intercourse,  resembles  the  simplicity  of  a 
family  circle,  rather  tlian  the  usual  boarding  school  life- 
It  is  the  aim  of  those  in  charge  to  prepare  students  for  the  practical 
duties  of  life.    Each  member  of  the  family  cares  for  her  own  room,  and 
assists  in  the  order  of  her  own  hall     Each  may  become  a  member  of  the 
Industrial  Department,  and  give  one  hour  per  day  to  domestic  home-duties 
and  thus  secure  healthful  exercise,  and  also  lessen  her  expenses.    All  such 
will  receive  special  instruction  in  the  science  of  Domestic  Economy. 

Each  young  lady  furnishes  her  own  table  napkins,  teaspoons,  table  fork; 
also  a  pair  of  sheets  and  pillow  cases;  a  blanket,  a  comfortable,  a  bed- 
spread or  quilt,  and  towels.     Carpets  are  rented  by  special  arrange- 
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ments  in  the  correspondence,  or  are  furnished  by  the  occupants  of  the 
room.  No  one  should  leave  home  without  a  supply  of  plain,  inexpensive 
clothing,  especially  flannel ;  also,  woolen  hose  and  a  pair  of  India-rubber 
overshoes,  a  water  proof  cloak,  and  an  umbrella,  are  required.  Frequent 
shopping  is  not  allowed  Every  article  of  clothing  or  bedding  should  be 
marked  with  the  full  name.  Young  ladies  are  requested  not  to  bring  jew- 
elry or  expensive  apparel.  Parents  and  guardians  are  requested  not  to 
furnish  their  daughters  or  wards  with  unnecessary  spending  money  Each 
pupil  will  be  required  to  present  a  weekly  account  of  all  her  expenditures. 

Punctuality  at  the  commencement,  and  daily  attendance  during  each 
session  of  the  year,  are  indispensable  to  a  high  standard  of  scholarship.  If 
education  is  worth  anything,  it  is  worth  what  it  will  cost  to  make  it  thor- 
ough. It  is  therefore  expected  that  every  pupil  will  be  in  her  place  at  the 
appointed  time,  even  at  the  expense  of  personal  sacrifice  and  inconven 
ience.  Immediate  notice  should  be  given  of  all  failures  of  accepted  appli- 
cations, that  the  vacancies  may  be  filled. 

Parents  will  direct  as  to  church  attendance,  calls  and  correspondence,  by 
a  written  communication  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  addressed  to 
the  Principal  No  young  lady  will  receive  calls  from  young  gentlemen  in  ' 
town,  unless  introduced  by  teachers,  parents  or  guardians  All  persons 
calling  on  pui)ils,will  please  send  their  names  and  requests  to  the  Princi- 
pal. Visits  to  students  should  be  made  out  of  school  hours.  All  friends 
of  Education  and  of  the  Institution,  from  a  distance,  are  invited  to  call  at 
their  convenience. 

Student  are  not  expected  to  visit  home  except  on  holidays  and  recrea- 
tion days.  They  do  not  visit  photograph  galleries  except  witii  friends  and 
during  vacations.  Any  requests  On  the  part  of  parents  and  guardians 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Principal,  and  not  be  made  through  the  pupil. 

HEALTH. 

Particular  attention  is  given  to  sanitary  measures  by  requiring  out-of- 
door  exercise  and  a  course  of  light  gymnastics,  by  oversight  respecting  the 
heating  and  ventilation  of  rooms,  hours  of  study  and  sleep. 

Parents  and  friends  should  not  send  boxes  of  provisions  to  the  students, 
as  hitherto  they  have  been  a  fruitful  cause  of  sickness  Good  health  is  not 
only  essential  to  success  in  study,  but  in  after  life  and  no  present  gratifi. 
cation  nor  any  school  attainment,  can  compensate  for  its  loss. 

The  sick  are  <  arefuUy  provided  for,  and  friends  are  fully  and  promptly 
informed  daily  by  letter  or  telegram  in  case  of  any  serious  illness  All 
charges  for  same  made  at  cost. 

SABBATH. 

The  Seminary  is  the  result  of  benevolent  eff'orts  on  the  part  of  friends  of 
Christian  Education  both  East  and  West,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  decided- 
ly religious  in  its  chai-acter  and  influence.    The  due  observance  of  the  Sab- 
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bath  is  one  of  the  most  important  means  of  religious  culture,  and  the 
young  ladies  are  not  expected  to  make  or  receive  rails  on  the  Sab- 
bath, or  to  spend  it  away  from  the  Institution  in  term  time.  Whatever 
advantages  might  l)e  gained,  the  excitement  of  visiting  friends  would 
probably  hinder,  in  a  great  measure,  the  proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

EXPENSES. 

BOARD  AND  TUITION. 

Board  and  Tuition  in  the  Institution,  not  including  fuel,  lights  and 
washing  is  $175  per  school  year,  90  to  be  paid  on  entrance,  and  $85  to  be 
paid  the  first  of  January.  To  the  daughters  of  clergymen  the  charge  is 
only  $110  per  year  with  payment  as  above. 

Boarding  pupils  are  expected  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  but 
they  may  enter  at  any  time  to  fill  vacancies,  and  those  so  entering  will  be 
charged  $4.75  j)er  week  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  No  deduction  will 
be  made  for  absence,  except  when  pupils  are  compelled  to  leave  on  account 
of  serious  personal  sickness  or  other  grave  necessity.  They  will  then  be 
charged  the  full  price  of  regular  tuition  per  year  C$36,)  and  also  to  the  close 
of  the  quarter  in  any  extra  branch  pursued,  and  $4  per  week  for  board 
during  the  time  they  remain.  No  deduction  can  be  made  for  tuition,  as 
engagements  are  made  with  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  which 
cannot  be  forfeited. 

These  terms  are  made  to  those  who  attend  to  domestic  duties,  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Industrial  Department,  about  one  hour  per  day,  to  others  there 
will  be  an  additional  charge  of  $30  per  year,  and  all  such  will  care  for 
their  own  room,  and  assist  in  the  order  of  their  Hall. 

A  deduction  of  $10  will  be  made  to  those  who  do  not  use  tea  and  coffee. 
Plain  washing  and  ironing  is  60  cents  per  dozen;  washing  only,  35  cents. 
Fuel  is  charged  by  the  box,  and  is  carried  to  each  room.  G-as  lights  fur- 
nished at  cost.

EMINARY. 


This  Institution  is  located  at  Rockford,  in  Northern  Illinois,  on  tlie  route 
of  the  Galena  Division  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railroad. 

It  has  a  retired  and  beautiful  site  containing  ten  acres  on  the  eastern 
bluff  of  Rock  river.  Its  buildings  furnish  accommodations  for  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  l)oarders. 

The  Seminary  originated  in  connection  with  Beloit  College,  and  its 
founders  designed  to  make  liberal  provisions  for  the  thorough  Collegiate 
education  of  young  women.  To  this  end  its  charter  gives  full  college  pow- 
ers, and  teachers  of  established  reputation  are  permanently  employed.  In 
its  plan  of  study  is  included,  besides  the  Preparatory  Department,  both  a 
Classical  and  Scientific  Course  of  four  years  each. 

The  regular  chisses  are  the  Junior,  Junior  Middle,  Senior  Middle,  and 
Senior,  organized  under  the  several  departments  of  study,  viz:  Mathemat- 
ics, Natural  Science,  History  and  English  Literature,  Ancient  and  Modern 
Languages,  and  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy.  Excellent  advantages  are 
also  offered  for  a  thorough  Musical  Education,  and  for  Drawing  and  paint- 
ing, with  special  reference  to  teaching.  It  is  the  aim  of  those  having 
charge  of  the  Seminary  to  secure  high  intellectual  culture  and  especially 
to  develop  moral  and  religious  character  in  accordance  with  right  princi- 
ples, that  they  may  send  out  cultivated  Christian  women  to  the  various 
fields  of  usefulness.  No  education  can  be  of  great  value  that  does  not 
prepare  for  the  practical  duties  of  home  and  social  life,  and  is  in  conso- 
nance witli  the  demands  of  the  age,  in  the  progress  of  civilization  through- 
out the  world. 

A  Diploma  bearing  the  usual  official  signatures,  is  awarded  to  those  who 
complete  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 


No  one  will  be  admitted  to  the  Institution  as  a  boarder  for  less  tiian  the 
Academic  year,  nor  under  the  age  of  fifteen,  unless  by  special  arrangement 
with  the  faculty.    The  applicant  should  give  the  full  name,  age,  state  of

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health,  aud  advancement  of  study,  and  also  tlie  name  and  residence  of  par- 
ents or  guardian.  Certificates  of  good  moral  character  and  general  stand- 
ing in  other  schools,  from  Teacliers  or  Pastor,  should  accompany  the  appli- 
cation. All  candidates  for  admission,  whether  to  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment, or  to  any  course  of  study  in  the  Seminary,  will  be  examined  in 
Reading,  Orthography,  Penmanship,  in  English  Grammar,  Descriptive 
Geography,  History  of  the  United  States,  and  Arithmetic  as  far  as 
percentage. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Collegiate  Course,  are  examined  in  addi- 
tion to  the  above,  in  Arithmetic,  Grammatical  Analysis  of  the  English  Lan- 
guage, Physical  Geography,  Elementary  Algebra,  and  Latin  Grammar  and 
Reader.  They  may  enter  the  course,  without  Latin,  provided  they  can 
bear  examination  in  advanced  English  studies  as  an  equivolent,  and  be- 
gin Latin  in  the  Junior  year. 

Those  admitted  to  a  higher  class  must  be  examined  in  all  the  preceding 
studies  of  the  Course  or  an  equivalent. 

The  examinations  will  thoroughlv  test  scholarship,  and  will  be  held  at 
the  opening  of  the  year,  and  ca'ndidates  are  advised  to  review,  before  enter- 
ing the  Institution,  those  branches  in  which  they  expect  to  be  examined. 
The  first  few  weeks  of  the  year  are  probationary,  that  no  one  deficient  in 
requisite  qualifications,  may  remain  to  her  own  disadvantage  aud  to  the 
injury  of  others.  All  are  required  to  pursue  the  same  studies  in  regular 
order  in  the  Preparatory  and  Junior  years,  but  after  that  with  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty,  they  may  elect  the  Modern  Languages,  Mathematics,  or 
Natural  Science,  in  place  of  Latin  or  Greek,  and  so  take  either  a  Classical 
or  Scientific  Course,  carried  forward  in  one  Graduating  class. 

Those  having  completed  either  course,  can  finish  the  other,  in  an  addi- 
tional year.  It  is  contemplated  to  require  another  year  of  preparation, 
in  order  to  enter  the  Collegiate  Course,  thereby  giving  a  year  of  more 
advanced  study  in  the  College  Department.  Graduates  from  other  schools 
who  wish  to  attend  to  select  branches  —Music,  Drawing  and  Painting,  have 
especial  advantages  and  privileges. 

All  Day  scholars,  and  those  admitted  to  any  particular  department  of 
study,  should  apply  to  the  Principal,  and  have  their  full  names  entered  in 
the  Seminary  Register. 

A  Normal  class  will  be  formed,  if  desired,  of  those  preparing  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools,  and  an  opportunity  given  for  a  thorough  review  of  the 
primary  branches,  with  the  selection  of  such  Collegiate  studies  as  are 
required  in  order  to  obtain  the  diff"erent  grades  of  certificates  given  by 
County  and  State  Superintendents.  This  class  is  under  the  direct  care  of 
the  County  Superintendent,  who  conducts  weekly  Reviews,  and  gives  in- 
st-ruction  in  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching.  Those  in  the  regular 
course  of  study,  can  also  enter  this  class,  and  receive  the  special  training 
for  teachers.    Testimonials  are  awarded  according  to  attainment  in  study.

SECOND  series. 
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This  department  is  under  the  same  management  of  the  Faculty  and  Of- 
ficers of  the  Institution,  as  the  other  departments,  and  under  the  special 
supervision  of  the  Director. 

The  design  of  the  Musical  Course,  is  to  aid  in  forming  a  pure  and  ele- 
vated taste  in  regard  to  music,  to  give  its  true  place  in  the  formation  of 
character,  which  can  only  be  done  by  thorough  instruction  in  its  principles 
and  practice.  Music  thus  becomes  a  mental  discipline,  and  is  not  only  a 
source  of  pleasure,  but  a  means  of  refinement. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  those  who  are  desirous  of  preparing  them- 
selves to  become  teachers,  so  that  they  may  labc  r  intelligently  and  con- 
sequently efficiently. 

The  Conservatory  Method,  is  the  system  of  instruction  pursued  by  the 
best  institutions  in  Europe,  and  lately  introduced  with  the  highest  suc- 
cess in  this  country.  It  combines  the  excellencies  of  individual  instruc- 
tion, with  all  the  benefits  of  class  training,  securing  accurate  and  rapid 
progress  to  the  student,  at  a  large  reduction  of  expense.  On  entering,  each 
pupil  is  examined  and  assigned  into  a  group  with  two  others  at  the  same 
degree  of  advancement.  Every  lesson  is  played  or  sung  by  each  member 
of  the  class,  before  the  teacher,  and  the  other  members.  Thus  a  confidence 
and  steadiness  in  playing  before  others,  for  which  the  old  method  made  no 
provision,  is  speedily  attained.  Each  pupil  receives  the  benefit  of  all  the 
instruction  and  examples  given  by  the  teacher,  and  of  the  criticism  by  the 
other  members.  While  this  is  the  general  Conservatoy  rmethod,  those 
who  prefer,  can  receive  private  lessons,  as  by  the  former  method  of  in- 
struction. 

The  course  of  Instruction  includes  Organ,  Piano,  Cultivation  of  the 
Voice,  Thorough  Bass,  and  Musical  Composition.  In  the  course  of  study 
are  used.  For  the  Organ — Rink's  and  Sc  neider's  Schools,  and  Thayer  and 
Buck's  Pedal  Studies.  For  the  Piano— Mason  and  Iloadley's  Instruction 
Book,  Velocite  Studies,  by  Czerney  and  Kohler,  Studies  by  Mosehelles, 
Studies  by  Cramer,  Studies  by  Chopin,  with  a  judicious  use  of  such  pieces  as 
are  calculated  to  elevate  the  taste,  and  to  cultivate  a  good  style  in  playing. 

For  the  Voice  -  Root's  Method,  with  Concone  and  Bordogne's  Exercises. 

Musical  Theory,  Thorough  Bass,  and  Composition,  Knoor's  Guide,  Rich- 
ter's  Manual  of  Harmony,  Marx's  Theory  of  Music,  Weber's  Theory  of 
Music. 

This  Department  is  furnished  with  Steinway  &  Son's,  and  other  celebra- 
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ted  Pianos.  The  Organs  comprise  two  large  and  fine  two-Manual  Church 
Organs,  and  a  Mason  &  Hamlin  Pedal  Organ. 

Besides  the  large  number  of  Conservatory  rooms  in  the  Seminary  build- 
ings, the  Department  has  rooms  centrally  located  in  the  city,  at  Nos.  107 
and  109  State  street,  and  Students,  either  ladies  or  gentlemen,  can  become 
members  of  this  Department  only,  and  receive  instruction  there,  by  making 
application  to  the  Director;  but  all  sucli  will  be  considered  Musical  Stu- 
dents of  the  Seminary,  and  their  names  will  appear  as  such  in  the  annual 
Catalogue. 

All  boarders  in  the  Seminary,  belonging  to  this  Department,  receive  in- 
struction in  the  Institution,  and  they  are  provided  with  instruments  for 
practice,  three  divisions  of  time  daily,  of  forty-five  minutes  each.  They 
are  required  to  pursue  the  regular  course  of  study  as  others. 

The  length  of  time  necessary  for  completing  a  Musical  Course  cannot 
be  definitely  stated,  but  will  be  from  three  to  four  years. 

All  students  completing  the  course,  will  receive  a  Diploma  signed  by  the 
Officers  of  the  Institution. 


Excellent  advantages  are  also  offered  in  this  Institution  for  Drawing  and 
Landscape  Painting  in  Oil  colors,  and  designing  or  sketching  from  Nature. 
This  department  is  under  the  care  of  Prof.  George  J.  Robertson,  an  Artist 
of  known  reputation.  Few,  perhaps,  realize  the  benefit  of  this  Art  in  cul- 
tivating the  habit  of  observation,  in  refining  the  taste  and  increasing  the 
love  for  the  beautiful  in  Nature. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  to  those  preparing  to  teach,  and  pupils 
may  enter  this  department  as  in  Music,  without  pursuing  the  Collegiate 
and  Normal  Studies,  and  will  be  subject  to  the  same  regulation. 


LIBRARIES  AND  READING  ROOM. 
This  Institution  has  a  general  Library  containing  about  two  thousand 
volumes  of  select  reading  and  leference  books,  besides  the  Libraries  of  the 
Literary  and  Missionary  Societies.  It  has  also  a  Reading  Room  supplied 
with  some  of  the  best  periodicals  and  special  reference  books,  which  are 
accessible  to  students  at  all  hours  of  the  day.  Books  may  be  drawn  weekly 
from  the  Libraries.  A  charge  of  fifty  cents  per  session  is  made  for  the  use 
of  Books  and  Periodicals. 
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LITERARY  SOCIETIES, 
The  students,  in  addition  to  their  literary  exercises,  sustain  two  Literary 
Societies,  the  Castalian  and  Vesperian,  and  th^se  united  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Faculty,  form  a  Literary  Association,  called  the  Pierian  Union. 
This  Association  publishes  a  Quarterly  Magazine,  edited  by  one  of  the 
Alumnae,  and  members  chosen  from  the  two  higher  classes,  constituting  a 
board  of  Editors. 

CABINET,  LABORATORY  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  Seminary  has  an  excellent  Cabinet  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy,  in- 
cluding a  special  donation  from  the  State,  fully  illustrating  the  Geology  of 
Illinois,  and  carefully  named  by  the  State  Geologist.  A  valuable  Herba- 
rium is  established,  representing  the  flora  of  our  own  and  foreign  coun- 
tries, through  exchanges.  The  Botanical  collections  number  nearly  one 
thousand  species. 

The  Laboratory,  and  apparatus  furnish  superior  facilities  for  the  study 
of  Chemistry,  and  Laboratory  Practice  is  required.  The  Institution  has 
some  Philosophical  Apparatus,  and  a  variety  of  Maps  and  Charts  for  illus- 
tration in  Astronomy,  and  in  the  different  departments  of  Natural  History. 

By  a  recent  donation,  from  a  friend,  of  one  thousand  dollars,  a  French 
manikin  and  other  costly  models  have  been  added  to  further  illustrate  the 
science  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology.  Other  special  donations  have  secured 
a  Stereopticon  and  a  Spectroscope,  so  that  the  Department  of  Natural 
Science,  has  excellent  facilities  for  instruction. 

BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 
Books  and  stationery  can  be  purchased  at  the  Institution.    All  are  re- 
quested to  bring  with  them  such  text  books  of  the  course  as  they  may 
have,  also  a  Bible,  a  Sabbath  Hymn  and  Tune  Book,  an  English  Diction- 
ary, a  Modern  Atlas,  and  Standard  Poetical  works. 

LECTURES. 

Courses  of  Lectures  are  annually  given  in  connection  with  different  stud- 
ies. For  the  present  year,  the  Lectures  on  Chemistry  and  Physiology 
have  been  given  by  Dr.  D.  S.  Clark.  Lectures  on  Natural  History,  by 
Prof.  W.  D  Gunning,  of  Boston,  Mass. 

BOARDING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

All  students  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  the  Seminary,  except 
by  special  arrangements  with  the  otRcers  of  the  Institution .  This  depart- 
ment, in  whatever  relates  to  the  improvement  and  division  of  time,  to  gen- 
eral instruction  and  social  intercourse,  resembles  the  simplicity  of  a  family 
circle,  rather  than  the  usual  boarding  school  life. 

It  is  the  aim  of  those  in  charge  to  prepare  students  for  the  practical 
duties  of  life.    Each  member  of  the  family  cares  for  her  own  room,  and 
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assists  in  the  order  of  her  own  hall.  Each  may  become  a  member  of  the 
Industrial  Department,  and  give  one  hour  per  day  to  domestic  home-duties 
and  thus  secure  healthful  exercise,  and  also  lessen  her  expenses.  All  such 
will  receive  special  instruction  in  the  science  of  Domestic  Economy. 

Each  young  lady  furnishes  her  own  table  napkins,  teaspoons,  table  fork; 
also  a  pair  of  sheets  and  pillow-cases;  a  blanket,  a  comfortable,  a  bed- 
spread or  quilt,  and  towels.  Carpets  are  rented  by  special  arrangement  in 
the  correspondence,  or  are  furnished  by  the  occupants  of  the  room.  No 
one  should  leave  home  without  a  supply  of  plain,  inexpensive  clothing, 
especially  flannel;  also,  woolen  hose,  and  a  pair  of  India-rubber  overshoes, 
a  water-proof  cloak,  and  an  umbrella,  are  required.  Frequent  shopping 
is  not  allowed.  Every  article  of  clothing  or  bedding  should  be  marked 
with  the  full  name.  Young  ladies  are  requested  not  to  bring  jewelry  or 
expensive  apparel.  Parents  and  guardians  are  requested  not  to  furnish 
their  daughters  or  wards  with  unnecessary  spending  money.  Each  pupil 
will  be  required  to  present  a  weekly  account  of  all  her  expenditures. 

Punctuality  at  the  commencement,  and  daily  attendance  during  each 
session  of  the  year,  are  indispensable  to  a  high  standard  of  scholarship.  If 
education  is  worth  anything,  it  is  worth  what  it  will  cost  to  make  it  thor- 
ough. It  is  therefore  expected  that  every  pupil  will  be  in  her  place  at  the 
appointed  time,  even  at  the  expense  of  personal  sacrifice  and  inconven- 
ience. Immediate  notice  should  be  given  of  all  failures  of  accepted  appli- 
cations, that  the  vacancies  may  be  filled. 

Parents  will  direct  as  to  church  attendance,  calls  and  correspondence,  by 
a  written  communication  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  addressed  to 
the  Principal.  No  young  lady  will  receive  calls  from  young  gentlemen  in 
town,  unless  introduced  by  teachers,  parents  or  guardians.  All  persons 
calling  on  pupils  will  please  send  their  names  and  requests  to  the  Princi- 
pal. Visits  to  students  should  be  made  out  of  school  hours.  All  friends 
of  Education  and  of  the  Institution,  from  a  distance,  are  invited  to  call  at 
their  convenience. 

Students  are  not  expected  to  visit  home  except  on  holidays  and  recrea- 
tion days.  They  do  not  visit  photograph  galleries  except  with  friends  and 
during  vacations.  Any  requests  on  the  part  of  parents  and  guardians 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Principal,  and  not  be  made  through  the  pupil. 

HEALTH. 

Particular  attention  is  given  to  sanitary  measures  by  requiring  out-of- 
door  exercise  and  a  course  of  light  gymnastics,  by  oversight  respecting  the 
heating  and  ventilation  of  rooms,  hours  of  study  and  sleep. 

Parents  and  friends  should  not  send  boxes  of  provisions  to  the  students, 
as  hitherto  they  have  been  a  fruitful  cause  of  sickness.  Good  health  is  not 
only  essential  to  success  in  study,  but  in  after  life,  and  no  present  gratifi- 
cation nor  any  school  attainment  can  compensate  for  its  loss. 
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The  sick  are  carefully  provided  for,  and  friends  are  fully  and  promptly 
informed  daily  by  letter  or  telegram  in  case  of  any  serious  illness.  All 
charges  for  same  made  at  cost. 

SABBATH. 

The  Seminary  is  the  result  of  benevolent  efforts  on  the  part  of  friends  of 
Christian  Education  both  East  and  West,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  decided- 
ly religious  in  its  character  and  influence.  The  due  observance  of  the  Sab- 
bath is  one  of  the  most  important  means  of  religious  culture,  and  the 
young  ladies  are  not  expected  to  make  or  receive  calls  on  the  Sabbath,  or 
to  spend  it  away  from  the  Institution  in  term  time.  Whatever  advantages 
might  be  gained,  the  excitement  of  visiting  friends  would  probably  hinder, 
in  a  gi'eat  measure,  the  proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

EXPENSES.  ■ 

BOARD  AND  TUITION. 

Board  and  Tuition  in  the  Institution,  not  including  fuel,  lights  and 
washing,  is  $175  per  school  year,  $90  to  be  paid  on  entrance,  and  $85  to  be 
paid  the  first  of  January.  To  the  daughters  of  clergymen  the  charge  is 
only  $110  per  year  with  payment  as  above. 

Boarding  pupils  are  expected  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  but 
they  may  enter  at  any  time  to  fill  vacancies,  and  those  so  entering  will  be 
charged  $4.75  per  week  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  No  deduction  will 
be  made  for  absence,  except  when  pupils  are  compelled  to  leave  on  account 
of  serious  personal  sickness  or  other  grave  necessity.  They  will  then  be 
charged  the  full  price  of  regular  tuition  per  year  ($36),  and  also  to  the 
close  of  the  quarter  in  any  extra  branch  pursued,  and  $4  per  week  for  board 
during  the  time  they  remain.  No  deduction  can  be  made  for  tuition,  as 
engagements  are  made  with  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  which 
cannot  be  forfeited. 

These  terms  are  made  to  those  who  attend  to  domestic  duties,  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Industrial  Department,  about  one  hour  per  day;  to  others  there 
will  be  an  additional  charge  of  .$30  per  year,  and  all  such  will  care  for 
their  own  room,  and  assist  in  the  order  of  their  Hall. 

A  deduction  of  $10  will  be  made  to  those  who  do  not  use  tea  and  coflee. 
Plain  washing  and  ironing  is  60  cents  per  dozen;  washing  only,  35  cents. 
Fuel  is  charged  by  the  box,  and  is  carried  to  each  room.  Gas  lights 
furnished  at  cost.
